London, July . Lord Randolph Church- 
in's speech ‘to-night win supply some 
kind of an answer to the question 
which is being co n debated in the 
lobby and clubs. is not much 
doubt that Churchill, working in con- 
nection with Chamberlain, is doing his best 
to turn out the Govermment, or, at least, to 
give it a shock which Will compel a recon- 
struction of the Cabinet in favor of himself 
and his political ally. For the last two or 
three days Churchill has been sending out 
runners in all directions with a view to seeing 
how far the independent Tories are prepared 
to go in opposition to the Government. 
Churchill would like them to vote against the 
second reading of the land bill, but he 
meets with little or, perhaps, no success on 
this ground in the Gommitte, where a new 
combination may shake the ministry. The 
Unionists will probably abstain in a divi- 
sion 
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ON THE BANERUPTCY CLAUSES. 
If twenty or thirty Tories would follow suit, 
defeat would be on thé cards. Hartington, of 
course, supports the Government. The re- 
sult of these mancuvers has been asomewhat 
weaker alliance between himself and Cham- 
berlain. The latter, however, has got to do 
something to save hemself from extinction. 
So far I have not heard the names of more 
than adozen Tories who are inclined to go 
with Churchill, but the intrigue is being 
pushed with amazing vigor, though I do not 
think its object is more serious than the inclu- 
sion of Churchill in the Cabinet. It may lead 
to greater things. 
TORIES SCARED. 

The Government are frightened by their 
losses at the elections, and despite Salisbury’s 
desire to keep things asthey are there will 
probably be a reconstruction of the Cabinet 
next year. This will notsuit the ‘‘Young Man- 
in-a-Hurry,’’ as Churchill is called. He must 
get into the Government now, or he will try to 
destroy it. 

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 

The German doctors still believe that the 
Crown Prince’s affection is cancerous. In 
case of hisdeath the opinion in Germany is 
that war will be inevitable. 

GEN. BOULANGER. 

I hear on good authority that Boulanger’s 
influence has been greatly exaggerated. 
There is, however, one serious element, and 
that is that Boulanger has been practically 
dismissed by Bis: K, who is favorable to 
the present Gové: If Grevy resigns in 
consequence of any demonstration to-day, 
De Freycinet is certain to be made President. 
My informant does not anticipate the serious 
trouble which alarmist reports predict.

I do not be- 
lieve that they can carry with them the great 
mass of Liberals, who could not accept home 
rule as presented in 1886.’’

THE LAW VINDICATED. 


SENTENCE PASSED UPON JACOB SHARP, 
THE CONVICTED BRIBE-GIVER. 


Four Years’ Imprisonment at Hard Labor 
and a Fine of $5,000—Judge Barrett’s 
Emphatic Remarks in Passing Sentence— 
Pleas for Mercy of Counsel, Friends and 
Jurors — Interesting Scenes in Court 

Sharp Dazed and Prostrated. 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Jacob Sharpe slept bet- 
ter last night than for some nights previous, 
but it seemed to be the sleep of utter exhaus- 
tion, and he appeared but little refreshed by it 
when he arose this morning at9 o’clock. His 
wife sat by his bedside through the night, 
fanning him while he was asleep and giving 
him cooling drinks when he woke at intervals. 
After he arose from bed she assisted him to 
dress for his second trip to the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer to receive sen- 
tence. He bore the same listless, indif- 
ferent, almost dazed manner noticeable in 
him since his conviction. He appeared 
almost unconscious of the attention his wife 
lavished upon him, and scarcely exchanged a 
word with her. Sharpe remained sitting in 
his reclining chair with his wife beside him 
fanning him until the hour came at which he 
was to start for theCourt-house. He had been 
able to take but little nourishment, and was 

VERY WEAK. 

It was 11:30 o’clock when the carriage drove 
away from the jail, and just twenty 
minutes later it stopped before the 
County Court- house. The party alighted 
and passed through the lane made for them by 
the police through the waiting crowd of 
curious spectators, to the Sheriff’s office, and 
thence to the court-room. Sharp was so weak 
that in going to the carriage from the jail, and 
on leaving it on his way into the Court-house, 
and up the stairs to the court-room, it was 
necessary for the officers guarding him to sup- 
port his tottering form. Judge Barrett, 
whose illness yesterday compelled a postpone- 
ment of the sentence of the convicted 
man, had recovered sufficiently to-day 
to be present in court. He arrived at the 
Court-house at almost the same moment as the 
prisoner. ‘ 

IN COURT. 

The clock was indicating almost noon when 
Sharp was carried into the court-room. His 
suffering wife and son-in-law were close be- 
hind him, and deep lines of weariness and 
sorrow overspread their faces as they seated 
themselves beside the convicted man and 
fanned his livid face, without bringing any- 
thing like resemblance of color back to it. 
His grandson took the same seat he occupied 
during the long trial, and Lawyers 
Nelson, Stickney and Parsons seated 
themselves on the right of their client, 
opposite his wife and relatives. Sharp 
sat with clasped hands and bowed head at 
the foot of the table, faeing the bench. His 
face, almost buried in his chest, became 
flushed and sickly-looking, under the riveted 
gaze of all present, who were sile searing 
at the convicted railroad king.

The excitement was be- 
coming quite feverish when a sudden hush 
came over the room as three raps on the door 
announced the entrance of Judge Barrett, at 
exactly 12:15 o’clock. Aftercalling the court 
Mr. Martine got up and stated that as he had 
heard the defense had some remarks to make 
he wished to hear them. 

MOTION FORA NEW TRIAL. 
Mr. Mitchell responded, saying that he had 


no application to put in for delay, but would 
move for anew trial, and wished the stenog- 
rapher to make a note of the fact. Judge Bar- 
rett said that if the document contained noth- 
ing new he would deny the application for a 
new trial. Mr. Mitchell then read the paper, 
stating that the trial was an unfair one in sev- 
eral ways; the jury was prejudiced against the 
client and gavein an unfair verdict. More- 
over the judge’s charge was an unjust one. 
Several other points were raised, but of the 
stereotyped variety. Judge Barrett stated 
thatthe motion would be denied. District- 
Attorney Martine then stood up to move the 
Court to sentence the prisoner. He stated he 
considered it his duty to ask the Court to ap- 
point physicians to look into the prisoner's 
conditidn of health, and read some certificates 
from Doctors Allen and McHamilton and Jane 
Way, to the effect that the prisoner's 
health was very bad, and that he 
was suffering from diabetes, inflammation 
of the kidneys and organic disease of the 
heart, which were of serious import to a man 
of 70 years. He then read Dr. Hamilton’s re- 
port on the condition of Sing Sing and the ar- 
rangements for the care of the sick, which, 
he said, were of a most excellent character all 
around, and the place was most healthily 
situated. ‘‘In view of these facts,’’ con- 
cluded Mr. Martine, ‘‘there is nothing left for 
me to do but to move for the sentence of the 
prisoner.’’ 
THE SENTENCE. 

Mr. Mitchell then stood up to make a last 
appeal for the defense. He said he did not 
wish to delay the court, but would ask the 
Judge to temper justice with mercy. Judge 
Barrett then proceeded to deliver the sen- 
tence. He said that he had never performed 
so delicate a task in his whole professional 
career. 

He had received many letters from many 
people, pleading mercy and otherwise. Buta 
court was not appointed to be merciful any 
more than was dictated by the laws of justice. 
A judge is appointed to award penalty in ac- 
cordance to the offense, when the circum- 


stances connected with the commission 
of the offense have been duly weighed and 
considered. The defendant here in askin 


for mercy, can give nothing as a plea fo 

clemency but age and sickness. On the merits 
of the case he certainly is entitled to none. 
It is absurd to stdte that he was not guilty of 
giving the bribes, as he was unmistakably 
the leader of the whole affair. We have not 
here, as in the case of the Aldermen, any at- 
tempt to prove the defendant's good char- 
acter. The crime itself was an enormous 
one—the raising of half a million of dollars 
to corrupt half a Legislature?’’ 

NO EXCUSE FOR MERCY. 

Judge Barrett reviewed the corrupt action 
ot the defendant in forming a bogus company 
to contract with the Seventh Avenue Rail 5 
of which he was a Director; and refe 
the defendant’s securing 600, 00 of profit as 
sheer larceny, for which he could have been 
indicted just as well asfor bribery. ‘‘What 
there to excite pity or mercy except the

Most o 
ings of Courts hold as did Judge Laughlin 
that the party slain must be responsible 
for the passion to divest the crime of the ele- 
ment;of deliberation necessary in a case of 
murder in the first degree. Notwithstanding 
that the bulk of rulings are against us there is 
no doubt in my mind that if deliberation is 
necessary, to murder in the first degree it 
must be there or there can be no murder in 
the first degree, whether it is destroyed by 
the party slain or some other personal cause 
making no difference. 

2. The separation of the jury after the 
ease had been submittedto them.

DEATH OF A NUN. 


Sister Mary Josephine of the Visitation Dies 
After Fifty-Three Years’ Confinement. 


Sister Mary Josephine Barber, one of the 
oldest and most beloved Sisters connected 
with the Convent ofthe Visitation, Cass ave- 
nue and Nineteenth street, died at the Con- 
vent last night at II o’clock. The de- 
ceased Sister’s family name was Barber. 


It is intimately associated with the church 
affairs of this country and England. She was 
educated atthe Visitation Convent of George- 
town District, of Columbia, and in 1833 went to 
Kaskaskia, lil, „ with the Sisters of that order, 
for the purpose of establishing the institution 
of the Visitation nthe West. The high water 
of 1844 caused the removalof the convent from 
Kaskaskia to St. Louis in the summer of that 
year, when the present. institution was 
established. She remained a constant and 
faithful member of the Order of the Visi- 
tation. She taught in almost all the 
branches in which instruction is given 
at the convent, but exeelled in music, 
poetry and painting. She numbered amon 
her scholars many of the most prominent anc 
influential ladies of the country, among them 
Mrs. Hancock, wife of the late Gen. Hancock. 
She had een suffering about two 
years from cancer, and her death, although a 
surprise at this time, was not unexpected. 

Her father, the Rev. Virgil Barber, 
and his father were originally Epis- 
copal ministers, but became con- 
verted to the Catholic faith and died mem- 
bers of the Jesuit Order. Her mother and 
three sisters were Ursuline nuns, and died in 
the profession of their vows. 

The deceased was professed by Bishop 
Rosati, the first bishop ofthe diocese of St. 
Louis, nearly fifty-four years ago, and al- 
though dying but last night, has been 
virtually dead to the world and its

A CONFLICT OF OPINION. 

This left the defendant without any means 
of obtaining a change of venue. The defend. 
ant, contending that he ought to have either 
the change of venue or a ju taken 
free from prejudice, then filed his 
motion in the Criminal Court for 
a jury from the county of St. Louis. This was 
sustained by — aughlin. He held that 
his court still had power to secure the at- 
tendance of jurors from the county 
as the city and county of St. 
Louis had never been legally separated by 
the scheme and charter so that they could be 
yjlaced in — —— judicial circuits, there 
ing a constitutional provision to the effect 
that the city and county of St. Louis should 
always constitute the same judicial circuit. 
The jury was ordered and a panel of 100 jurors 
was brought in from the county. Circuit- 
Attorney Harris sued outa writ of prohibition 
against this order of the Court, and while two 
of the judges of the Supreme Court concurred 
with Judge Laughlin in his opinion that the 
city and county of St. Louis could not be legal- 
ly separated, the other three judges 
overruled him and issued the 
writ of prohibition. Then the 
case was heard and tried before a jury taken 
from the city. After being out nearly two 
days averdict of murder in the first degree 
was returned against Shea. On the first bal- 
lotthe jury stood one for manslaughter, ten 
for murder in the second degree and one for 
murder in the first degree.

THE HARVEY STEAL, 


A Startling Discovery Made by Treasury 
Officials—The Culprit Indicted. 
Py Telegraph to the Post-Disraron. 

Wasnincron, D. O., July 4.—There is one 
link in the chain of forgeries of Oscar J. Har- 
vey, the Mugwump chief of the horse claims 
division of the Third Auditor's office, which 
is puzzling the officials and creating some 
comment.

TO SAY ABOUT PERCENTAGE. 


Base Ball as Played by the League and the 


His Wonderful Werk—Jake Gaudaur at 


Lake Pullman—Sperting News and Notes 
—Base Ball Gossip and Turf Matters. 


Strongest among the open opponents of the 
percentage system in the Association is Presi- 
dent Charles Byrne of the Brooklyn Base Ball 
Company. Mr. Byrne has peculiar views on 


| the subject which, he claims, should be those 


of every man who is engaged in base bali for 
the money there is in it and not for the pure 


love of the sport. To a reporter of 
the PoOsT-DISPATCH hd spoke with 
him about President Von der Ahe’s 


intended demand on the Association with the 
alternative of joining the League, the attract- 
ive powers of the League clubs in Association 
cities and vice versa, Mr. Byrne said: 

„My position on the question of the per- 
centage system is very well known. I am op- 
posed to itfor the best reasons in the world. 
It is not just to expect any one company in the 
Association—say the Brooklyns, for instance— 
to expend $50,000 a year on a plant only to give 
half of the profits to some one else. We find 
that our investment is a paying one in Brook- 
lyn. If Von der Ahe doesn’t find that his in- 
vestmentis paying here it does not therefore 
follow that we and not he should be sufferers. 
So far as his taking the Browns into the 
League is concerned, of course he has that 
privilege in case the Association does not 
vote him a percentage, and I do not think it 
will from the present outlook. There is no 
question about it that the League clubs would 
draw well in St. Louis and that the 
Browns will draw well in the various League 
cities. At the same time you can argue 
that the people here will not be favorably in- 
clined to paying a 50 cent tariff, as they surel 
would in case Mr. Von der Ahe took hisclu 
into the League. I believe that there may be 
a change or two inthe situation before any 
such thing is done, however, but the season is 
a little too young to predict it as yet.“ 

„Would the Brooklyns do well in the 
League?’’ 

‘‘I certainly think they would. So would 
any other strong Association club. If we 
were in the League the strong feeling of ri- 
valry which would be aroused between us and 
New York would get the pose in that local- 
ity highly excited and would bring big crowds 
into our park and into the Polo grounds too. 
Our grounds are more convenient to New 
Yorkers than the Polo grounds my how. 
But so far as any of our Clubs going into the 
League is concerned, it strikes me that there 
is no necessity for any such move. 
I hear so much about the oe gy ied of the 
League that I’m growing tired of it. If you 
look over the recent history of base ball, you 
will find that all the great legislation has been 
made by the men of the Association and 


adopted afterwards bY the League. Our 
new code of playing rules, all the 
latest improvements and new ideas 
have been suggested by the Associa- 
tion and then taken up by the League. The 


ball-playing of the respective clubs also shows 
the manifest superiority of the Association. 
In all of the inter series we have beaten them, 
and on their own grounds, too.“ 

Speaking of the colsolidation plan Mr. 
Byrne said: ‘‘I do not think that consolidation 
would result favorably, not only now, but 
even at any future time. The country is too 
large for any one organization to monop- 
olize the business, and besides I think 
we are better off as we are at pres- 
ent. Of course any general change 
which will be made in the future will be 
made purely on a commercial basis, and not 
for any sentimental consideration. Just now, 
however, Lsee no immedite prospectof any of 
the alarming changes about which there has 
been so much gossip since this opened.

VAN HALTREN. 0 


A High Tribute to His Art—The Western 
Wender Talks. 


A New York paper pays the following trib- 
ute toVan Haltren’s art: ‘‘It is not an extrava- 
gant assertion to say that Van Haltren is the 
master of more curyes and drops than any 
other pitcher playing beforethe public. His 
work is simply astonishing, bewildering. The 
peculiar control he exercises over the ball is 


seen in every yard of its flight. Balls 
traveling on a dead line with the 
center of the plate suddenly veer to 
one side and describe all manner of 


acute curves. With the possible exception of 
Mark Baldwin, whose effectiveness lies in his 


speed, every pitcher in the League makes 
some effort to baffle batsmen with curves. 
These curves, however, are straight balls 
when compared tothe skinny stick twisters 
Van Haltren fires over the plate. To a per- 
son who has not seen the Californian’s work, 
itmay appearas hyperbolic to say that the 
oungster has command of a curve so power- 
ul that it can describe half the circumfer- 
ence of a thirty-six-inch circle when within 
two feet of the plate. Besides these phe- 
nomenal curves, Van Haltren pitches a drop 
ball utterly unlike anything ever exhibited by 
any League pitcher, either alive, retired or 
dead. After traveling the distance between 
the box and the plate with speed enough to 
make the batsman’s hair stand on end, the 
drop ball suddenly falls to the ground likea 
chunk of lead, where it spins like a billiard 
ball heavily charged with English.“ Van 
Haltren has many other balls entirely foreign 
to batsmen of the League. He has Larry Cor- 
coran’s snake curves in a more exaggerated 
form, and the deadly down-shoots of Clark- 
Son. 

Vun Haltren was interviewed the other day, 
and in — 2 to a question how the game East 
compared with the game on the coast, replied: 

Oh, players are very much more finished, 
of course, and in some respects the game is al- 
mostanewonetome. There is fielding, for 
instance; why, if my old partners in San Fran- 
cisco could see the way tne ball came into the 
diamond from the field in Chicago it would 
make their hair stand on end.’’ 

‘*‘T suppose you find the work a good deal 
harder here than you did in the West?“ 

On the contrary, I've been most agreeabl 
surprised in that respect. You see, there 
was almost expected to strike three out of 
every five men who faced me, and when I 
came here, of course, I expected that against 
famous sluggers of the National League I 
should have to get down to just so much 
harder playing. Shortly after my arrival here, 
however, Capt. Anson told me that I was not 
expected to do anything of the sort. There were 
outfielders in the Chicago nine, he said, and it 
was part of their business to look after balls 
that were knocked into the field. AllI was 
expected to do was to play good ball, and, if 
batsmen knocked me hard men on the outside 
of the diamond were to attend to the rest.’’
